They, should appoint an efficient officer 
to make and file a complete list of all 
who could qualify as voters, and an- 
other list of actual voters, how many 
of these voted in the last election, and 
for whom they voted. Primary meet- 
ings are the life and soul of every po- 
litical organization. We hope to see 
them organized not only in the city 
but in the country districts. The elec- 
tion for Governor and members of the 
Legislature will be held in August, and 
no time is to be lost. We beg to sub- 
mit to the people the necessity of call- 
ing not only city and county conven- 
tions, but a convention of West Ten- 
nessee to be held in the city 
of Jackson. West Tennessee is entitled 
to one of the Supreme Judges. 
In the selection of a candidate the 
whole District has a right to be heard 
and consulted. Memphis has not a 
monopoly of able men—and perhaps 
other counties may present a candidate 
worthy of the position. We think 
Middle and East Tennessee might hold 
similar conventions with good results. 
Each District Convention could ap- 
point its Executive Committee, and 
this committee select one of its mem- 
bers or another person as one of the 
State Central Executive Committee, 
The old plan of having a Central Com- 
mittee would do very well if we had 
the old organization of parties to con- 
trol. But we haye not. We must 
build up a new one. The sooner we 
go to work the better. 


We learn from Hon. Joun; W. LEFt- 
wicu that itis his purpose in a few 
days tocommence taking testimony in 
Memphis to establish his claim to his 
seat in Congress, which was so unjustly 
given to another.

Large Seizure of Tobaceo—A State 
Loan— Railroad Sait. 

New OrLEANS, March 31.—Supervisor 
Cacey to-day seized two large tobacco fac- 
tories of this city, belonging to Julins 
Flotow and J. Db, Fitz, for alleged frauds 
upon the revenue, 

The bids opened to-day for $99,000 of the 
State loan bonds, which are hypothecated 
in the various banks for loans, The high- 
est bidders, Rechinstein & Co,, being un- 
known and having no representative 
present to comply with the laws requiring 
a deposit of teu per cent, as a guarantee, 
they were awarded to Ilunt & McCauley, 
as follows: $50,000 of 8's at Sic. ; 350,000 of 
at 857,000 of &’s at 800,000 
6's at 66°.c.; ®900,000 of 6's at 66'¢c.; 3225,- 
000 of 6’s at 65%. The bonds are to be 
delivered during April, with the coupons 
due May Ist, detached after the payment 
of the loans for which these bonds are 
pledged, with the accrued interest, The 
balance, about $150,000, is to be left to the 
eredit of the Board of Public Works. 

Inthe suit of Charles Morgan against 
the New Orleans and Opelousas Railroad, 
on past due coupons of the first mortgage 
bonds, amounting to $316,000. Judge 
Durell of the Upited States Circuit Court, 
ordered the Company to be notified to pay 
the amount sued for with cost, by the Ist 
day of April, 1869, or in default, the road 
to be sold for the whole of the debt, se- 
cured by the first mortgage bends, the 
totalamount of past due coupons, on 
which amounts to 8606, and which virtu- 
ally throws the road into Morgan’s hands, 
and shall during the time he performs 
his duties, be entitled to the salary and 
emoluments of such officer, no part of 
which shall belong to the officer sus- 
pended, and it shall be the duty of the

The bill provides fora general system for 
the removal of political disabilities by 
petition to the United States Court in the 
State or Territory where the person ap- 
plying resided during the war, admitting 
that theapplieant helloves the Confederate 
General and State Governments to have 
béeen rebellious and treasonable, and truly 
repents of all acts done by him in mainte- 
thereof.

He argued that the military 
arm was sufficiently strong, and the mili- 
tary head sufficiently earnest, and the 
military heart sufficiently true to the 
pulsations of patriotism to justify leaving 
the State of Mississippi forthe present 
under military control. Life would be 
more secure there gader that than under 
any other form of government, and he 
thought *‘it better to bear those ilis we 
my than to tly to those we know not 
of,”’ 

Without disposing of the bill, the Sen- 
ate bill supplementary to the Currency act 
was, on motion of Mr, Garfield, taken from 
the Npeaker'’s table and referred to the 
Committee on Banking.

the delightful spring air and sunshine, of 
which planters are doubtless taking every 
advantage. Even retailers complained of 
dullness, though the bright weather temp- 
ted the fair sex outin crowds, to the great 
adornment of our fashionable thorough- 
fare, the show-windows of which were 
decorated in the most enticing manner 
with the latest novelties in dry goods and 
millinery. Cotton was less active but 
holders generally remained firm. In ad- 
dition to the sales reported in our last is- 
sue, there were 335 and 190 baies good or- 
dinary at 264c, which would swell the op- 
erations of yesterday to about 2,500 bales, 
most of which was taken for New Orleans 
and Europe, In Liverpool to-day there 
was less activity on account of holders 
asking” an advance and the New York 
market labored under dullness of sterling‘ 
exchange. The banks generally reported 
Kastern exchange easier and still active at 
previous quotations, }4 per cent discount 
on sight cotton bills and \ per cent pre- 
mium in checking. The First Nationa. 
Bank took in two sight bills on New York, 
one for $65,000 and the other for $120,000, 
drawn respectively by E. Warburg and 
J. W. Jefferson & Co. In New Orleans ex- 
change, bankers reported engagements at

The present low premium « on 1 gold is 
‘hiefly attributable to the late apprecia- 
ion ofour public credit abroad, but we 
save no assurance that a higher premium 
may not soon be realized. The New York 
Financial Chronicle of Saturday says: 

For several weeks past our imports have 
een upon a large scale, and much in ex- 
as Of those of last year, while our ex- 
ports have been unusually limited; if, 
-herefore, the foreign markets should not 
ake any further important amount of 
onds, we may have to export considerable 
specie ‘during the spring; and this consid- 
ation isthe more important from the 
‘act that the exports of cotton are likel 
~ rove lighter than was ex 

uring the months of April, May, Jane 
= July, our heaviest sh pments of corn 
wwe usually made. During those four 
months of 1868, we exported $44,400,000 
specie from this port alone; in_ 1867, $31, - 
400,000; and in 1866, $46,000,000. The course 
f the foreign trade movement would 
vem to be in favor of equally large ship- 
ments this year; but,as before intimated, it 
remains to be seen how far we may be able 
‘o substitute bonds for gold in our remit- 
ances. Any advance in the rate of in- 
werest by the Bank of England, which 
seems improbable, would un favor- 
ible to a low premium, as it might induce 
the sendin —— of securities now bein 
carried in Europe on accountof New Yor 
capitalists. “The he still unsettled condition 
f the Alabama question, and the possi- 
bility of difficult issues being raised in 
-onnection therewith, and the diplomatic 
dangers arising from attem to involve 
our Government in the Cuban insurrec- 
tion, are also to be counted among the 
vontingencies favoring speculation fora 
higher premium. . But, allowing for all 
‘hese influences, we think it may be safely, 
condluded that, within the t th 
months, the premium has taken a perma+- 
nent downward step of several points. 
In commenting upon what is termed 
the ‘‘ Public Credit Bill,”’ the Chronicle 
discugses some points which are deserv- 
ing of consideration. It says: 
It is a common error to suppose that the 
only “‘doubt” which has depressed the price 
of our Government bonds is as to the point 
whether the principal would be paid at 
maturity in coin, is is only one of the 
several mooted and mischievous “ ques- 
Lions.” Another almost equally mischiev- 
ous is connected with the he tion which 
the Government redeeming 
the five-twenties at any time after the 
lapse of five years from their date, It 
was argued by some very eminent law- 
yers that our Government would at any 
time use this option and redeem the bonds 
in currence This opinion at once re- 
jueed our five-twenties from the rank of 
twenty-year securities, and placed them 
in an inferior and less attractive category. 
itis well known that a twenty year in- 
vestment at six per cent. in coin is worth 
more than either a fiye-year or a ten-year 
investment at the same rate, It isin con- 
formity with this axiom of practical 
finance that the British consols and the 
French rentes are made absolutely irre- 
deemable. On the one side payment of 
the principal can never be demanded by 
the owner of the security, and on the 
other side the French or Euglish Govern- 
ment can never pay off any part of its 
debt, except by the method of purchase in 
the market. It is this unre- 
deemability, this positive permanence 
of duration that we find one of 
the chief of those financial forces 
which place the consols and the rentes 
far above other securities, yielding the 
same amount of annual income. Now it 
is this principle of permanence that has 
been heretofore shut out from ting 
on the market values of our five-twenties. 
Last Thureday, however, the incertitude 
ind vague distrust which has resulted 
from the “five year option of redemption”’ 
received its final quietustrom one of the 
clauses of the Puablie Credit bill, which 
positively deelares that none of the five- 
-wenties shall be redeemed or paid before 
naturity, unless at such time as United 
States notes shall be convertible into coin 
it the option of the holder.” In other 
words, the Treasury freely and forever 
ives up the option of the five year re- 
demption, except after the resumption of 
specie payments.
